Women ar serving in the army 
ib many Ware, macy more waya 
than were ever looked for in time 
af peaca. The ‘old army asked 
them for nuraes, They have 
givea narres to » new army ten 
times larger and they have given 
as well, doctors, dispensers, | 
stotekeerers, - orderlies, cooks, 
horse trainers snd motor drivers. 
This did not all come at once; 
bat «fer wowen iu large nom- 
bers kad come forward to fill the 
civil places of men, and still mora 
and.more men wer nerded for 
combatant service, the Army it 
setf begin gradually to relieve 
soldiers’ of certain of their. non- 
combstant duties ,aad replace 
them by women. ‘Bat before..hic 
war attempted women ‘bad 
already done a great work with 
the army in that duty whioh war 
siready thoica. 

When war broke -ut there were 
290 narsea in the Imperial Milit- 
ary Nursiog Sarviceeand 173: in 
reserve. Besides these, 800 were 
called up at once from civilian 
hoapitala for daty with the Ex- 
peditionary Force, Smasll aa tiie 
namber now seems, it wad saffici- 
ent to staff the tweiva hoepital 
anita which went ovérseas witb 
that firat ufmy, and also the per-| 
woanent military Jo-pitalsin Great 
Britain.
